A Massachusetts Judge Sustains the Valid- 
ity of a Marginal Deal. 

- Boston, Mass., Sept. 25.—[Special.]—A de- 

cision important to speculators and interest- 


ing to the business world at large has re- 


cently been rendered by Judge Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes Jr. in the Supreme Court of Suf- 
folk County. The case involved the attempt 
of a loser in a large speculation of grain and 
meat to repudiate his orders on the ground 
that dealings of this nature were cortrary to 
public policy and in violation of the law 
against gambling. But Judge Holmes main- 
tained that the reselling of property 
before the day of delivery contract- 
ed by the original purchase was not 
prohibited by any law, and that speculation 
was a legitimate transaction. He even went 
farther, and took the broad ground that 
speculation was the life of commerce, inas- 
much as the daring of enterprising men who 
have risked their fortunes on the future had 


led to almost every event in modern times 


which has contributed to advance civilization 
and increase the comforts of mankind.

WHaT PICTURE-FRAME MEN SAY OF IT. 

A TRIBUNE reporter yesterday visited Sam- 
mons, Clark & Co., the picture-frame manu- 
facturers, on Randolph street, who for 
twenty-four years have made a specialty of 
picture-frame manufacturing. The circular 
sent by C. H. Burt and the cuts of the frames 
were shown to Mr. Clark. “ These are cheap 
frames,” said Mr. Clark, even before the re- 
porter had made any remarks. “ We do not 
manufacture any more like that, but 
the whole affair is cheap; cheap mate- 
rial and cheaply put together. Take 
this style, No. 500. The price put don is $5. 
1 do not know what the size of it 1s—it is not 
given—but let us take an 18122 measure, 
which is large for a half life-size portrait. 
The gilt would cost about 45 cents, the plush, 
say, 24 cents, and the lining 12 cents, Well, 
giving 19 cents extra, that would bring the 
frame up to $1, which I think would be a good 
price for it. And $ is asked,eh? Well, 
that’s too much.“ 

„How about this style?”

Howard McHenry, a wealthy retired citizen 
and the owner of the finest stock farm in 
Maryland, died today of nervous prostration.

There was some troublous thought preying 
upon his mind. His nerves became unstrung 
and he returned home in a debilitated condi- 
tion, from which he never recovered. While 
he never expressed a fear of hydrophobia it 
is believed that a secret dread of the disease 
hastened his death.

Wheat in large quantities, and can hold it 
for a mse. Farmers generaily may get 
a price which will yield for their short crop 
an average income. Beyond that they have 
little in the situation for whieh to be grate- 
ful. On the other hand, the multitudes who 
buy flour and bread must pay at harvest 
time a price 25 per cent over the hgures of 
last year at the same time, and 16 per cent 
over the price of a fortnight ago. 

There is, happily, no immediate danger of 
a further marked advance, unless by arti- 
ficial means. Already the price of wheat has 
passed the export point. All orders at pres- 
ent are accordingly for domestic consump- 
tion ur for hoarding. If that condition couid 
contanue no natural cause could advance the 
price much beyond present quotations. 
There is abundant wheat here for domestic 
use. It would be a glutted market if it were 
not for poor crops abroad. Holders of wheat 
rely upon European needs for a substantial 
advance. 

While there is no safeguard against com- 
binations of capital to corner wheat and 
muke an artificial price for it, no such step is 
now apprehended. The fact that among for- 
eign growers only Russia and India have ex- 
port crops this year is the reliance of those 
who look for high prices here. Should these 
anticipations be realized American consumers 
this winter will either have to turn their pen- 
nies into fortunes for the big wheat holders 
or go to the hoe-cake and corn-bread of 
cdlonial days.

and Rockefeller from the control of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul. The asso- 
ciation is too weak to stand alone in the 
fight, while Morgan & Co., with the codpera- 
tion of Drexel & Morgan of New York, feel 
confident of carrying their point, so the 
association decided to cast its lot with the 
powerful bankers. A member of the firm 
said today that he expected soon to get con- 
trol of all the shares of St. Paul owned in 
England, and that Drexel & Morgan would 
probabiy get control of half the stock owned 
in America. 

Commodore Bateman comprehended the 
precise situation the moment he arrived 
here, He denied he had come as the head of 
the movement to reform the management of 
the road, though admitted that Armour asked 
him to look after his interests. Bateman 
walked into Morgan's office with a cable from 
Armour offering to resign from the Board of 
i the British shareholders consid- 
ered it for the road. The Commodore 
was told that this was not a personal crusade 
against Armour or any one else, but that «he 
British shareholders were convinced the 
road was mismanaged and were determined 
to have a change. 

One of the partners of Morgan & Co. said 
today: Though this is not by any means a 
personal matter against Armour or Rocke- 
feller, it will assuredly end in their with- 
drawal from the active management of the 
road, because when the road is properly and 
economically managed there will be no ob- 
ject for them to give much attention to it. 
We believe that Armour and Rockefeller 
have too many conflicting interests in 
the road and its ramifications to 
manage it for the benefit of the 
shareholders. We have every confidence in 
Roswell Miller, President of the road, and 
want him to feel that if he manages the road 
as he knows it should be done he will have a 
strong backing from the shareholders. We 
are going to have the property thoroughly 
investigated, and then call a meeting of the 
shareholders to decide what policy to pursue 
in the management. No doubt we shali be 
strong enough to secure what we want at the 
next meeting in New York in the spring.“

A Remedy for Yellow Jack. 

New Tonk, Sept. 25.—[Special.}—BSince 
the 15th of this month Inventor Edison, who 
is unremittingly engaged in making experi- 
ments, has been devoting his attention to the 
microbe and an efficacious method of its ex- 
termination. The result of these experiments 
has led him to think that he has discov- 
ered a remedy for the extermination or 
effectual check of the yellow-fever. The ex- 
periments were made with well-known sub- 
stances, whose cheapness is the chief claim 
in recommending them for disinfectants on 
a wholesale scale. They are whose 
commercial price is about one cent a pound; 
exulgoline, which can be bought for 16 cents; 
andail0 percent solution of caustic soda, 
made from 48 cent of the crude material.

The dest cure for excessive litigation 
would be to make the party who calls for a 
jury pay the expense, whether he is success- 
ful in his suit or not. In civil cases the 
community should be under no obligation to 
supply the parties litigant with a jury. It is 
all-sufficient when the State, at its expense, 
provides tribunals of justice with ali the 
necessary machinery and officers, together 
with Judges supposed to be strictly impartial, 
learned in the law, and trained to decide 
correctly the matters submitted to them. If 
litigants are not satisfied with these tribunals 
and will not avail themselves of the choice 
offered between a numberof Judges, but 
insist on dragging twelve citizens away from 
their business and forcing them to act as ju- 
rors, they should be compelled to pay all the 
additional expense growing out of the de- 
mand for a jury. 

To charge the expense of the jury to the 
defeated party would simply put it in the 
power of a plaintiff with a good case to cre- 
ate neediess expense and heap costs on his 
adversary through malice. In a majority of 
cases it is the amount of a claim or debt that 
is in dispute, the defendant admitting part 
of the claim. and in such controversies one 
party should not be permitted to load jury 
costs on the other merely out of spite. In 
many cases itis a practical certainty from 
the beginning that the plaintiff will win, and 
the contestis not as to the existence of a 
debt but as to the exact amount. If jury 
costs are charged to the defeated party the 
plaintiff, who is sure to gain the case whether 
he gets the full amount claimed or not, would 
haves it in his power to burden the defendant 
with wholly needless and unjustifiable ex- 
pense. The correct rule would te to make 
the party who the jury pay the ex- 
pense, whether he wins his case or not. The 
present practice isto forst the cost of the 
jury on the County. Treasury, which is un- 
just to the taxpayers.

THE DECREE IN THE LAKE-FRONT CASE. 
After months of argument between con- 
tending lawyers the form of the decree in 


‘the Lake-Front case has been settled, and the 


long litigation which began in 1869 may be 
considered substantially ended. The Iltinois 
Central will doubtless carry the matter to the 
Supreme Court, but there is little chance 
that the conclusions of Judges Harian and 
Blodgett will be reversed. 

The city has every reason to be satisfied 
with the result. It gets a clear titleto Dear- 
born Park, subject to the trust for public 
uses; to the blocks between Randolph and 
Madison, and to those between Madison and 
Park row, whose ownership was claimed by 
the State. Being adjudged tke riparian 
owner of all the grounds from Randolph street 
to Park row, and having by its charter 
power to establish and maintain docks, 
wharves, eto., it can construct them there, 
subject of course to the general control of 
the State and to such reguiations as the 
United States may presoribe for the preserva- 
tion of the inner harbor which it has made. 
The construction of viaducts over the Illinois 
Central tracks, so that such wharves can be 
reached, is of course within the power of the 


trespasser in the inner harbor and is ousted 
from it. It is also directed to make no fur- 
ther encroachments into the lake east of its 
systems at the river mouth and at Fifteenth 
street. This was necessary, or it would have 
“inched out” till it got far beyond its pres- 
ent limits. No wonder the railroad mourns 
over being deprived of privileges which it 
had hoped would in the years to come pour 
millions into ita treasury and allow it to exact 
toll on the commerce of the Northwest. It 
played for high stakes and has lost.

THE DEFECTS OF THE “ PROFIT SHARING” 
SYSTEM. 

It was stated the other day that C. A. Pills- 
bury, the big Minneapolis miller, who since 
1885 has run his mills on the profit sharing 
system, had paid out to his hands $40,000 as 
their share of his net earnings for the year 
which has just closed. In 1886 and 1887 
there was nothing to divide, both being bad 
years for the millers; but last season was a 
favorabie one, and hence this generous divi- 
dend which has delighted all of Pilisbury’s 
men and made all the other wageworkers of 
Minneapolis wish that their employers would 
follow the example. A ew such instances 
as this, reported occasionally from different 
parts of the country, are made much of by 
those who think that this “profit sharing 
1s the panacea for all industrial ills; that its 
adoption would stop the discontent of work- 
ingmen, and by acting as astimulus would 
make them more industrious and better 
workers. 

They do not, however, take time to reflect 
that their pet scheme, te begin with, 1s es- 
sentally a one-sided one, and that under no 
circumstances can it be applied in more than 
a limited number of cases, Itis allright for 
the employer to fix a limit of profit which 
will satisfy him and to agree that any excess 
of net earnings above that shall go to his 
men. But will de workmen reciprocate by 
agreeing to do something out of their wages 
for the employer ‘if it appears at the close of 
the year that he has not made enough to pay 
him anything on the capital he has invested? 
Nobody expects it of them, and yet “loss 
sharing” is the necessary complement of 
„ prout sharing.“ Otherwise it would be a 
case of “ Heads I win; tails I do not lose.” 
Labor is not yet ready to share the burdens 
of capital for the sake of sharing in its possi- 
dle profits. aba 

The number of éstablishments which can 
be relied on to make more than a smal! profit 
tor a term of years is not large. The excess 
of one year is relied on to make good the 
deficit ot the one which follows. It would be 
unsafe in most cases for the employer to 
give to his men the surplus profits of one 
favorable season. They must be held to se- 
cure him against the mishaps of the next 
twelve months. : 

This leaves only a few exceptional cases 
where “ profit sharing” will work. An em- 
pleyer to whom Nature has given that special 
business capacity which enables him to make 
a dollar where his rivals make a quarter of a 
dollar, or only a dime, can safely divide 
among his men some of the gains which come 
from his superior mental endowment and 


business skill. He can, if he pleases, divest 


himself of part of the advantage which 
Nature gave him and yet prosper. Mr. Pills- 
bury is a man of singular business ability, 
who, it is said, made a quarter of a million 
last year in wheat alone. Hecan do things 
which his rivals cannot. So wherever the 
workingman can find an industrial genius 
like Pillsbury they may look for the intro- 
duction of “profit sharing” if the man is 
generous enough to grant it. They cannot 
look for it elsewhere, and it is doubtful if 
many of them do. They are generally sat- 
isfied when they get fair wages for fair work 
promptly paid in cash. 


SILLY BRITISH-CANADIAN BLUSTER. 

A dispatch from Ottawa announces that 
the members of the Dominion Cabinet have 
been called to the Capital owing to the re- 
ceipt of a dispatch from the British author- 
ities in London asking for a report upon the 
condition of the volunteer militia force of 
Canada and what military resistance can be 
made in case of war with Americans. Of all 
the acts of Lord Salisbury this is the most 
pitifully ridiculous. If it is nota silly bluff, 
then it indicates the grossest ignorance on 
the part of the British Cabinet of the war- 
like power of the United States against any 
foe on this continent. 

There are in this country, North and South, 
a round milhon of resolute, able-bodied, well 
drilled and disciplined veterans yet in their 
forties who had more experience in arms 
when the War of the Rebeilion closed than 
the soldiers who fought at Waterloo. A half 
milhon of these veterans could be mustered, 
armed, and marched into Canada in forty 
days after the declaration of war, and 100,000 
of them in two weeks. Lord Salisbury seems 
to be oblivious of the fact that the United 
States is instantly ready to hurl upon twenty 
different points of invasion an army of sea- 
soned veterans with more knowledge of the 
battlefield and actual field service than any 
existing army in the world; a half-million of 
tough, seasoned, experienced, and utterly 
fearless regulars, and behind them a half- 
million more of young fellows, part of whom 
have seen service in the various State mili- 
tias, and who would be aching to follow the 
veterans across the border. 

In a healthy country like Canada and so 
near their base of supplies the veterans could 
be relied upon at a few days’ notice to mus- 
ter into service, and they would literally 
swarm over the frontier from New Bruns- 
wick to the Pacific coast and seize every- 


‘thing before them. This element in the sit- 


uation has evidentiy not been considered by 
the English Cabinet or it would hesitate be- 
fore taking any steps which might irritate 
the American Republic or precipitate her re- 
sistless power against the handful of Ca- 
nadian militia and a couple of British army

THE BANQUET TO CHIEF JUSTICE FULLER. 
The banquet given to Onief Justice Fuller 
Monday evening, nominally by the bench 


and bar of Chicago, actually by its promi- 


nent citizens irrespective, of business or of 
party, was more than a mere expression of 
gratitude at the recognition of long-known 
merit. It was an historic event, deserving a 
high place in the annals of the city. The 
banquet commemorates the fact that from 
Chicago has been selected the successor of 
Jay, of Rutledge, of Ellsworth, of Marshall, 
of Chase, of Waite, and of other illustrious 
men who have been at the head of the great- 
est and most important tribunal that the 
world knows. It is sometning to be proud of, 
that of the eight men who have been chosen 
by successive Presidents since the founda- 
tion of the Government to preside over the 


deliberations of the Supreme Court, one 


should have been taken from a place which 
was little beyond a frontier post when Mar- 


shall died. We all hope that before Chicago 


ceases to boast of her Chief Justice he wiil 
have passed his three score and ten. When 
he enjoys weli-earned repose after long years 
of labor a century may pass before another 
Chicagoan follows him. There are many 
Presidenta, but few Chief Justices. 

The banquet itself was worthy those who 
gave it and him for whom it was given. 
There was an abundance of that “feast of 
reason and flow of soul which ought to at- 
tend all such gatherings but is not always 
found there. There were many bright 
speeches, filled with kindness and suggestive 
thought. The most graceful of them all, 
though, was that of the Chief Justice him- 
self. If itis the law that on such occasions 
tne guest shall not outdo his hosts, he vio- 
lated it. We shail hear no complaint from 
them, however. They will all say that they 
expected it. 

Had the dinner been given to a statesman 
just leaving for the scene of legislative 
labors—a Douglas or a Logan—the guest of 
the evening would have been expected to 
outline hisown policy or the creed of his 
party. Butsuch topics are alien toa Chief 
Justice. “Far off is he, beyond desires or 
tears.“ All that Mr. Fuller could say on the 
eve of his removal from the friends and 
companions of thirty-odd years—associates 
and antagonists in many bloodless wars that 
left no scars—was to thank them for so open 
and general an expression of the esteem 
which he knew they individually felt, and to 
look back half regretfully on the old paths 
and the old fields of toil, as he with “ reluc- 
tant feet” was just entering nobler but yet 
untrodden ways. 

The most charming passage of the speech 
was the eulogy of friendship with which it 
began. The American lawyer of today agreed 
with the Roman lawyer of centuries ago, and 
the sentiments of Cicero were cheered by a 
Chicago audience. Fewmen have been as 
fortunate as Mr. Fuller in escapmg ill-will, 
hates, and grudges. Few have won as many 
friends or have learned as fully what friend- 
ship means. So all believed him when he said: 
The ties of youth and of advancing age re- 
tained in effect an unbroken hold on the past, 
the present, and the future in an indissoluble 
bond.“ That was the burden of his theme— 
the great and good men with whom he had 
here spent years of sweet companionship, 
and from whom he must now separate. Of 
his new honors he said put little, but in do- 
ing so he gave a new and graceful turn to 
Berkeley’s famous line. Said the Chief Jus- 
tice: “And it has come to pass that as the 
star of empire moving westward hangs fixed 
and resplendent above the giorious Valley of 
the Mississippi, a member of the bar, a citi- 
zen of Chicago, has been designated to the 
headship of the mightiest tribunal upon 
earth.“ 

We ali echo his closing sentiment, that 
„there will be many returns to the home port 
from the haven for which the bidding of pub- 
lic duty compels me to embark.” And if at 
each return he does not meet ali the old 
friends he left behind their number will be 
more than made good by the new ones whom 
the faithful discharge of the duties of his 
high office will bring him. And not the least 
among these duties will be the administering 
of tne oath of office to Gen. Harrison the 4th 
of March next. Nominated at Chicago, and 
sworn in by an eminent and beloved Chica- 
goan, what further pledges of success can 
Harrison ask? |

TRAGIC SEQUEL TO BEDELL’S FOR- 
GERIES IN NEW YORK. 


One of Shipman, ‘Rérlow, Laroeque & 
Cheate’s Employes Takes His Own Life 


~The Widow of the Owner of the Sup- 


posed Lost Yacht Cythera Submits Her 

Husband's Will for Probate—Children in 

the Hands of Mormon Elders Detained 
at Castie Garden—Other News. 

New York, Sept. 25.—[Special.]—What 
may prove to be a decidedly sensational feat- 
ure in the case of James E. Bedeil, the mort- 
gage forger, was the news today that Charies 
M. Dodge, who for the last twelve years has 
been the cashier for Shipman, Barlow, La- 
rocque & Choate, the law firm which was 
victimized to the extent of #264,500 by Be- 
deli’s forgenes, had committed suicide early 
this morning at his home in Clifton, Staten 
Island. The news- was telegruphed to ex- 
Judge Shipman by Mr. Doige’s wife, and 
coming on top of Judge’ Shipman’s other 
troubles it was a heavy blow. The news al- 
most prostrated the venerable Judge. He 
hastily called his partners into the room and 
made the announcement of Mr. Dodge’s 
death. A short time afterward a messenger 
arrived at the office of the firm and gave the 
details of the suicide. 

Ex-Judge Shipman, when seen bya re- 
porter, repeated the story told to him by the 
messenger. In making this statement he 
said that so far as known there was nothing 
wrong with Mr. Dodge’s books, and that he 
had no connection with the Bedell forgeries. 
Mr. Shipman could not imagine why Mr. 
Dodge had killed himself. He thought that 
Dodge’s mind must have deen unsettled. Ex- 
Judge Shipman said: 

“Mr. Dodge was a hard worker, and the 
Bedell matter worried hima good deal. He 
was greatly abashed to think that the forger- 
ies of the indorsement on the checks could 
have occurred right under his own eyes. He 
has worked in the office until after midnight 
for the last few weeks examining 
the books. Last night he remained 
in the office until 10 o’clock, and 
arrived at his home shortly after midnight. 
For some time he sat by the side of his wife’s 
bed talking with her about the affairs of the 


office. She was somewhat hysterical. He. 


told her not to worry and then went to bed. 
He did not lock his room door, but closed it 
and the window. About 5 o’clock this morn- 
ing Mr. Dodge’s mother-in-law heard him 
coughing. She did not think that this was 
strange, as he was troubled somewhat with 
an affection of the — and coughed consid- 
erably. At 7 o’clock Mrs. Dodge went into 
her husband’s room. She was almost over- 
come by escaping gas. Mrs. Dodge went up 
to her husband’s bed and called him. She 
was startied to find that he was dead. From 
the appearance of the bod it was evident 
that Mr. Dodge had been dead tor more than 
an hour. A physician was sent for, but he 
could do no good. Mr. Dodge was 40 years 
old and has a wife and two children. He 
always bas been a faithful employé and we 
trusted him implicitly.”’ 

The members of the firm unite in saying 
that Dodge’s accounts are all right, and that 
a hasty examination of his papers and desk 
gives no ground for the supposition that he 
was concerned with Bedell in the swindling 
of the firm and its clients. 


THE LOST YACHT CYTHERA., 


Mrs. Stewart Submits the Will of Her Sup- 
posed Dead Husband for Probate. 

New York, Sept. 25. — [Special.|—Mrs. 
Frances Gray Stewart has made up her mind 
that her husband, William A. W. Stewart, is 
dead and has had his will offered for probate. 
She has not seen or heard from him since 3 
o’clock in the afternoon of Saturday, March 
10,when he started on his graceful yacht, the 
Cythera, from Tompkinsville, S. I., for Kings- 
ton, Jamaica. He and his frend, Cornelius 
Smith, who accompanied him, were both ex- 
perienced sailors, and anticipated making a 
—— cruise through the West Indies. 

hey took a first-class crew. 

The Cythera was yawl-rigged, and was 
built in Scotland in 1874 and rebuilt in En- 
gland six years afterward. She was a trifle 
over 104 feet in length and her gross tonnage 
was 117 tons. The day after the Cythera 
sailed she was sighted about twenty-five 
miles east of Barnegat. That night the bliiz- 
zard swept over the Atiantic and during the 
gaie many good vessels foundered. When 
the storm was at its hight the yacht was 
seen running before the wind through the 
driving snow-storm. Since then no certain 
news has been received. 

This information, meagre as it was, led 
Mrs. Stewart to hope that her husband would 
return home safe and sound. Cables were 
sent to the leading ports in the West Indies, 
letters were forwarded to every town where 
he might by any chance land, and then re- 
plies were anxiously awaited, but none came. 
The family have finally been compelled to 
give up all hope, and have filed Mr. Stew- 
art’s will. The instrument was dated June 
3, 1885, and gave all of the testator’s property 
to his wife. It will be no easy matter to 
2 prove Mr. Stewart's death. 
The citations for the probate of the will 
were returnable today beforejSurrogate Ran- 
som, as referee. Mr. Stewart’s father, Joha 
A. Stewart, President of the United States 
Trust Company, and his two brothers said 
they were present when the Cythera sailed, 
March 10. The testimony will be submitted 
to Surrogate Ransom, who will decide 
whether the proof of death is sufficient. Mr. 
Stewart left four young children.

Texas Fever at Wabash. 

WABASH, Ind., Sept. 25.—[Special.]—The State 
Veterinarian arrived here today to investigate 
the cattle disease which was thought to be 
pleuro-pneumonia. The symptoms were high 
fever, delirium, and often convulsions. After 
examining some of the infected animals the vet- 
erinarian pronounged the trouble Texas fever. 
Twenty-nine cows have been attacked. It is not 
believed that the infection Will spread further. 
The fever was undoubtedly brought here by a 
number of Texas cattle which were shipped here 
to supply the local market. These animals were 
allowed to graze in pastures in the neighborhood 
where the disease broke out.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Sept. 25.—At Scotts ville. 
Ky., last Sunday Monroe Wilkinson, a notorious 
negro, entered a colored chureh building during 
service and broke up the congregation by draw- 
ing a revolver and threatening to shoot, Berry 
Merriman, an aged and highly respected colored 
man, led him out of the church and remonstrated 
with him. As he turned away Wilkinson shot 
him in the back, killing him instantly. The mur- 
derer fied, but a posse of white and colored men 
pursued and captured him. The negroes wanted 
to lynch him, but a white man took Wilkinson 
behind him on a horse and carried him safely to 
the jail at Scottsville.

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TOO MANY SCHOOL SITES. | 


ADDITIONAL BUILDINGS MORE NEED- 
ED THAN NEW LOTS. 


Nine School Sites Now in Possession of the 
Board of Education on Which There Are 
No Buildings and Many of the Ocoupied 
Lots Will Accommodate Another Bund- 
ing-The Council Likely to Reject 
the Recommendations—West Jackson 
Street. 


Some surprise has been among 
the Aldermen at the fact that the Board of 
Education is again advertising for school 
sites in various localities in the city. The 
Aldermen say, and indeed pertinently, that 
it will be time enough for the School Board 
tobuy more sites when they have built on 
those they now own. As has been already 
pointed out in Tus Trisung, the School Board 
is in possession of the foliowing sites, on 
which there are no buildings: 


I. Taylor and Brown street, 198x125 feet. 
; 2. Clybourn place and Girard street, 240x125

In addition there are several large school 
lots on which buildings are now located, but 
which wouid afford accommodation for other 
buildings of equai dimensions. The Holden 
School tot, for instance, contains two acres. 
There 1s ample room for an additional 
twenty-four room building on it. The Long- 
fellow lot has room for an additional twelve 
room building. Tne Marquette lot extends 
from Harrison to Co ss street, along 
Wood. An additional fifteen room building 
could be put on this lot. The Committee on 
District Boundaries of the School Board ap- 
pears to be proof against these facts and at 
the lust 2 recommended additional 
purchases in the following localities: 

North Division—On the north by Belden ave- 
nue; on the south by Webster avenue; on 
east by Halsted street, and on the west by Shef- 
field avenve. 

South Division—On the north by Napoleon 
place; on the south by Thirty-second street; on 
the east by Clark street, and on the west by 
Stewart avenue. 

West Division—i. On the north by Polk street; 
on the south by Twelfth street; on the east by 
Wood street, and on the west by Oakley avenue. 
2. On the north by Harrison street; on the 
by Twelfth street; on the east by Albany ave- 
nue, and on the west by Central Park avenue. 
3. On the north by Madison street; on the south 
by Colorado avenue; on the east by Kedzie ave- 
nue, and on the west by St. Louis avenue. 4. On 
the north by Fulton street; on the south by 
Washington boulevard; on the east by Washte- 
naw avenue, and on the west by Sacramento ave- 
nue. 5. On the north by Appenrade street; on 
the south by Cortland street; on the east by 
Washtenaw avenue, and on the west by Hum- 
boldt Park boulevard. 

There is no possible excuse for the recom- 
mendation to purchase the school site in the 
section of the North Divrsion indicated. The 
School Board has two lots— that at Sheffield 
avenue and Clay street and that at Clybourn 
and Girard street—in the neighborhood. A 
number of German-Americans residing in 
the vicinity have visited Aldermen and 
School Inspectors to protest against the 
waste of the public money on sites when it 
is so badly needed for buildings. 


a 
There seems to be no good reason, either, 


for the purchase of the school site recom- 
mended in the South Division until the lot at 
the corner of Thirty-seventh and Portland 
avenue is utilized. A building on this lot 
would relieve the Webster School, which has 
six double divisions. Or, better still, an addi- 
tion to the Webster School on the old hos- 
pital ground south of that building would 
economicalty relieve both the Ward and the 
Webster Schools in this section. 

Of the West Side recommendations that 
in the vicinity of the Humboldt boule- 
vard is alone meritorious. This is 
for the relief of the recently 
annexed section, and a new building 1s 
needed. An additional building on the 
Marquette lot with a readjustment of bound- 
aries would afford relief to the district 
bounded by Polk, Wood, Tweifth street, and 
Oakley avenue. There is not much crowd- 
ing in the West Side sections marked 2 and 3 
in the committee’s recommendation, and no 
money should be spent on sites there until 
the Bohemian section, of which the 
Longfellow School is the centre, has 
obtained relief by the proposed addi- 
tion to the Longfellow School. The 
West Side recommendation No. 4 is wholly 
without merit. The Central Park School, 
just west of this district, has three vacant 
rooms. If these are utilized bya just- 
ment of boundary lines all the ch n of 
tae district in question can be acco 
in full day divisions. 

Fortunately the recommendation of the 
Board of ucation in reference to those 
purchases has no effect until it is indorsed by 
the Council. There is every reason to 
lieve that the latter body will reject every 
recommendation made in the above list. 

It may be added in this connection that the 
committee which has made the recommenda- 
tions has dune nothing so fur to relieve the 
overcrowded schools of the South Division. 
The Healy and Brenan Schools have each 
two vacant rooms yet, while the Holden and 
the McClellan School in the vicinity have 
800 pupiis in half-day divisions. 

THE BOULEVARBDING OF WEST JACKSON 
STREET. 

Notwithstanding the opposition of certain 
jealous property-owners along Monroe and 
Adams streets there seems to be little doubt 
that the proposition for voulevarding West 
Jackson street will be adopted by the Coun- 
cil. The petition only covers the portion of 
the street west of Haisted, but it is probable 
that the Committee on Streets and Alleys 
West will recommend that, while the por- 
tion of the street east of Halsted to the lake 
shall not be turned over to the Park Commis- 
sioners, it shali be kept forever free of street 
car 8 and that special measures be 
taken for keeping it in such a state of repair 
and cleanliness as will make it a proper con- 
nection between the South and West Side 
boulevard systems. It a that the 
Council never gave permission to Yerkes to 
make a loop line on this street. He secured 
the necessary number of signaturesto the 
petition for a right of way on Jackson street 
between Dearborn and La Salle. but did not 
press for the ordinance. He expresses his 
willingness to forego whatever rights he 
may have now under the tition. The 
Council can therefore keep Jackson street 
entirely free of tracks, and the boulevard 
connection will not be marred. 

It may be added that Yerkes is * to 
de generous in other directions also. He 
promises to lay his tracks right away on Har- 
rison street between State and Pacific ave- 
nue, and to pay for the paving of sixteen feet 
in the middie of the street. He also m- 
ises to run cars on Austin avenue and North 
Ashland avenue in connection with the Lake 
and Randolph street lines. Austin Doyle, 
President of the City Passenger Com- 

ny, says the cars for those new 
ines have been ordered, ana they 
will be on the tracks before the end 
of October. It may be as well to say that 
the action of the Council ordering the Cor- 
poration Counsel to take action for the dis- 
solution of the collusive injunction suits 
written up in Tae TRIBUNE some time ago, 
which were the excuse for not completing 
the Harrison line and for not operating the 
Ashand avenue-Austin avenue line, have had 
much to do with the Philadelphian’s change 
of heart.

NOVEL POINT IN RAILROADING. 


Interesting Damage Suit to Be Commenced 
Against the Pennsyvania. 
CLEVELAND, O., Sept. . [Special. For a 
week the Pennsylvania Company has been 
cutting excursion rates between this city 
and Cincinnati, Columbus, Indianapolis, and 
St. Louis. On account of the protest of the 
Cleveland, Akron & Columbus, whose line 
the Pennsylvania uses to Columbus, 
the cut rate to the latter city and Cin- 
cinnati was withdrawn Saturday even- 
ing. C. H. Hillard of Cineinnan Sat- 
urday last purchased a return ticket from 
Cleveland to Columbus from à local scalper. 
It had been sold at Columbus at the cut 
rate, used one way, and stamped as good 
for return passage at the Pennsylvania 
office in this city. The original pur- 
chaser sold it to a scalper and he 
in turn disposed of it to Mr. Hilliard. 
He presented it to aconductor on the Cleve- 
land & Pittsburg Road and received in re- 
turn a conductor’s check. After the train 
had passed to the tracks of the Cleveland, 
Akron & Columbus at Hudson the conductor 
notified Mr. Hilliard that he could not ride 
any further, as the Akron & Columbus 
would not accept the cutrate ticket. 
He protested, but when the train 
reached Akron he was forcibly _ re- 
moved from the train with the assistance of 
a police officer. It seems that the Cleveland, 
Akron & Columbus Passenger Department 
notified the rennsylvania Company that it 
did not sanction: the cut and would not 
recognize tickets sold from Columbus, 
as that city was the initial point 
of their own road. The Pennsylvania 
continued to sell tickets, however, and an in- 
teresting point of law will be brought out as 
to the responsibility resting upon the Penn- 
syivania to live up its contract with pur- 
chasers of the cut-rate tickets. Hillard will 
bring suit against the Pennsylvania com- 
pany at once, claiming heavy damages.

Wasuineron, D. C., Sept. 23.—After some 
routine business and an executive session to- 
day the Senate took up Mr. Sherman’s reso- 
lution for an inquiry into the state of the re- 
lations between the United States and 
Great Britain and Canada, and Mr.

GENERAL WASHINGTON NEWS. 


The House Appears to Be Interested in 
Various Foreign Affairs. 
Wasurineton, D. C., Sept. 25.—During the 
morning hour in the House today Mr. Coth- 
ran of South Carolina, from the Committee 
on Foreign Affairs, called up and the House 
joint resolution accepting the 
invitation of the Imperial German . Gov- 
ernment to the United States Govern- 
ment to become a ‘party t 
ternational Geodetic Association. Mr. 
Hitt of Illinois, from the same commut- 
tee, called up the joint resolution requesting 
the President to negotiate with the Govern- 
ment of Mexico for the creation of an inter- 
national commission to determine all ques- 
tions touching the boundary line between 
the United States and Mexico where it fol- 
lows the bed of the Rio Grande and Rio Col- 
orado. Mr. Lanham of Texas wished to offer 
an amendment authorizing the President to 
negotiate with Mexico for the abolition of 
the Zona Libra, but Mr. Hitt refused to yield 
for this purpose, and the joint resolution was 


passed. 

Mr. Herbert of Alaba from the Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs, ed up the bill to 
reguiate the course at the Naval Academy. 
Mr. O'Neill of Pennsylvania offered an 
amendment providing mat after March 4, 
1889, the minimum age for the admission of a 
cadet to the academy shall be 16 years and 
the maximum 21 years. The amendment was 
adopted and the bill passed. Mr. Herbert 
called up and the House passed a bill aliow- 
ing seamen in the United States navy to de- 
posit their savings with the paymaster on 
whose books their accounts are borne, The 
House then adjourned.

Interesting Discoveries by Prof McAdams 
Near Alton, III. 

Axron, III., Sept. 25.—[Special.]—For sev- 
era) days Prof. McAdams, the well-known 
scientist, has been excavating im an 
ancient mound two miles below this city. 
There are many mounds and evidences of oc- 
cupation of prehistoric inhabitants im this 
vicinity, and relics of the stone age are nu- 
merous. The mound to which the professor’s 
labor nas been especially directed is oval in 
shape, about forty feet in length, and ele- 
vated some seven feet. The composition of 
the mound is whatis known as ioess, a 
peculiar marly clay, only found near large 
rivers.
